We give in another column the
correspondence between the St. L.
& S. E. R. R. and the Clarksville
Tobacco Board of Trade, as repre
sented by its Secretary, Mr. M. H.
Clark. Since it was published we
have noticed a further letter from
Mr. Crosby, the freight agent of the
St. L. & S. E., together with a sec-

ond one containing instructions to
the agent of that road in this place,
Mr. E. B. Whitfield. Neither of
these letters touch the real grivance
complained of by the Clarksville
Tobacco Board, or shows any inten
tion of redressing it ; we speak of
the discrimination in the local rates
of tobacco freight on that road
against Guthrie (which is virtually
against Clarksville) and in favor of
Hopkinsville. That our readers
may understand the reality of this
grievance we subjoin a schedule
(politely furnished by M. H. Clark
&Bro.)of tobacco freights actually
charged on the road in question :

Comment is needless; the St. L. &

S. E. R. R. says in the most imperi-
ous terms to tobacco-growe- rs along
its line: "You shall send your to-

bacco to Hopkinsville; you shall
not send it to Guthrie, and therefore
not to Clarksville.

The Public Schools.
We have been taking another

walk around the public schools and
have much satisfaction in saying
that every thing now is working
like clockwork. Every desk, in
every school, is full and every teach-
er and every scholar knows exactly
what he has to do, and when and
where, and he does it exactly then
and there without any fuss about it.
It is wonderful, the saving of time
and especially of wear and and tear
m patience and temper which this
precision secures to both teacher
and scholar ; and the only way to
secure this unity of purpose is to
have a superintendent who knows
his business and docs it. The time
alone saved by it is worth the time
of the additional teacher.

The loss of time in passing from
school to school alone, where there
is no unity of system, is much more
than would be paid for by the Su-

perintendent's salary. Who that
has taught school or sent children
to school is ignorant that the first
six months, in a new school, is lost
time or even a falling back? The
books are new, the discipline is new,
the method of teaching is new, and
by the time the scholar is familiar
with the new system he has lost
many of the very best of his school
days. But under a good Superin-
tendent all is uniformity. In pas-

sing from one grade to another, the
scholar finds himself advancing
along exactly the same path as he
was before, the same rules, thesame
method, only the books a little
more advanced, and no time is lost.
We have dwelt on this point be-

cause we understand that there are
still among our people men who
think the Superintendent's office a
superfluity. To abolish it would be
a most mistaken economy.

We clip the following from the
Cheatham county Plaindealer of
the 7th inst. His many friends will
read it with pleasure :

Rev. J. W. Cullom of the Anitoch
Circuit, has been several days in
our town preaching acceptably to
large and appreciative audiences.
Brother Cullom meets with hosts of
warm personal friends in our coun-
ty, having been lorn and reared in
this vicinity. For a number of
years, however, his lot has been
cast in distant fields, but ever he
returns to revisit, the scenes of his
child, and early manhood he meets
with a hospitable and kindly wel-
come from all those who have
known him longest and best.

We only regret that his stay with
us is necessarily brief, may he live
long, and in the future, as in the
past, faithfully discharge the duties
assigned him, and in the end may
his name be found "written in the
lanbs book of eternal life."

One thing if nothing else will
result from its jenisal, and that is
the discovery that many excellent
laws of the city have been long dor-

mant through the fact that nobody
thinks it his duty to enforce them.
We think we see a change of feeling
overspreading our community in
this respect which our public func-

tionaries will do well to respect and
do their whole duty in the admin-
istration of all the laws. A word to

the wise.

New York, Feb. 9. There Is little to re-
port concerning the leaf tobacco market for
the past week, business having been quiet
in all branches of t lie leaf trade. Of Western
leaf the sales have amounted to 474 hogs-
heads, and of Seed leaf 900 cases changed
hands. The trade is waiting to sen what is
going to turn up. manufacturers to see if the
tax will be reduced, and shippers, presuma-
bly, to see if there is going to lie a general
Europeou war. The purchases of W'estern
leaf for shipment have been small In detail
and in the aggregate, though there seems to
have been considerable inquiry, and if good
old tobaccos were available In quantity, and
especially heavy, smooth leaf, shippers
would probably nave bought with some
freedom. The business at auction was ex-
ceedingly light.

Liverpool, Jan. 26. Messrs. F. W. Smythe
dfc Co., Tobacco Commission Merchants, re-
port lo the New York Tobacco Ieaf : "Since
our last weekly report our market has not
shown any change of interest. Manufac-
turers bought In moderation, but we have
not heard of any sales for export. About 80
hogsheads common Missouri leaf were sold
at auction (without reserve) at prices which
ranged from 2 to 3',M per lb : a small sound
parcel realized 4.'Sd per lb. Imports, 28
hogsheads : deliveries, 463 hogsheads; stock,
35,!I94 hogsheads, against 85,273 same time
last year."

London, Jan. 23. Messrs. Grant, Cham-
bers & Co., rejiort to the New York Tobacco
Ieaf: "There has been no change In our
market since our last, and for American
growths there was an extraordinary lack of
demand ; we hear of no sales having been
eneeted throughout the past week. For
export there is but little inquiry, and the
sales are trilling. Western leaf and strips
All classes have been slow of sale; tine
classes only are sought after. Virginia leaf
and strips Some of the better grades have
changed hands, but to a small extent. Mary-
land and Ohio have had but little atten-
tion."

Much, and we believe healthy,
agitation has existed in Clarksville
this week on the subject of Tem
perance. This state of public feel
ing has been mainly occasioned by
the very eloquent and earnest ad'
dresses of Mr. W enzell, and a very
large number in all classes and of
every age have come up to renounce,
publicly, the use of alcoholic liquors
as a beverage. This step has been
by no means confined to habitual
drunkards, but many have come
forward convinced that such mode
rate indulgence as they have per-
mitted themselves has been preja
diciai eitner to tneir associates or
to .society general. Great public
benefit, we think, cannot possibly
fail to arise from this m6vement,
and, while multitudes have jonied
the organization, its moral influence
will, we believe, reach many who
have not joined it. Men have been
led to reconsider their conduct and,
we trust, to modify it by the search-
ing appeals which have been made
to their conscience, especially in
reference to the effects of their ex-

ample, even when indulgence may
threaten no evil consequences to
themselves, individually ; and we
hope to see a public and organized
combination to resist and control
the tendencies which always beset
society in the direction of intem-
perance. For the present we pro-
pose to leave this matter in the
able hands which are now directing
it, but we hope in future papers to
to suggest some special fields for
operation, to any who may have
had their consciences quickened by
the eloquent appeals which they
have heard.

The movement has our hearty
endorsement, and if we have not
ourselves donned the blue ribbon,
we may hereafter give reasons why
we prefer to give our own exertions
to the cause in a different method.

Mr. Riley's Lecture.
It will be remembered that we an-

nounced last week a lecture to be
delivered by Mr. Riley, editor of
the Tobacco Leaf, at the request of
the ladies of the Baptist Church, on
Tuesday, the 12th inst. We ac-

knowledge that our general feeling
on going to a lecture is that we are
going to be bored, however able the
lecturer ; if any such impression ex-

isted in our minds last Tuesday
night it was soon removed by the
delivery of a really very fine lecture
on "The Sublime and Beautiful."
Mr. Riley very wisely abstained
from attempting a logical definition
of what constituted the sublime and
beautiful, or what is the nature of
the mental emotion with which
they are contemplated ; he preferred
to give instances of the sublime and
beautiful in art and nature, leaving
their acceptance to their intrinsic
power to command it. While the
lecture was full of beauties, and sub-
limities, too, we will specially note
the description of a storm at sea as
a remarkable specimen of word
painting.

The Warehousemen's and Factors.
Act Declared Unconstitutional.

Nashville American Feb. 3d.

A case of great interest to ware-
housemen and factors was decided
yesterday bv the Supreme Court, in
the case of V. C. Gossett vs. the
State.

Gossett is a tobacco grower resi-
ding in Robertson county, and pro-
cured from Smith & Kennedy, mer-
chants and factors of Clarksville, an
advance upon his crop of tobacco,
upon a promise of conveying it to
them. When the tobacco was made
ready for shipment, one Boone, to
whom he was indebted, solicited
Gossett to make him a mortgage of
the tobacco to secure his debt. To
this the objection was interposed by
Gossett that Smith & Kennedy had
made him an advance upon it ; but
finally, Boone was given a bill of
sale of it, absolute on its face, but a
contemporaneous agreement was
made stipulating that the. sale of
the tobacco was for the purpose of
securing Smith & Kennedy, Boone,
and another creditor, and that the
tobacco was to be consigned to
Smith & Kennedy. Boone, with-
out the consent of Gossett.ana think-
ing it to the best interest of all par-
ties, shipped the tobaccoto Nashville
and afterwards to New York, where,
on being sold, the proceeds turned
out to be insufficient to pay Smith
& Kennedy anything, whereupon
an indictment was found against
Gossett, based upon the 12th section
of the act of 1875, ch.- - 94, which,
among other things, enacts that :

"Whoever shall procure an advance
upon property and shall subsequent-
ly sell, hypothecate, or pledge the
same to anot her and use the proceeds
thereof for any other purpose than
the payment of the party advancing
thereon shall be guilty of a felony."
Gossett was convicted and adjudged
to pay a fine of $1,500, the act per-
mitting a fine of $5,000 to be imposed

On appeal, the Supreme Court de-
clares this section of the act uncon-
stitutional and void, as being repug-
nant to act 2, section 17 of the Con-
stitution, which declares that no
bill shall become a law which em-
braces more than one subject that
to be expressed in the title. The
title of the act in question is "An
act to define the rights and duties,
and regulate the liabilities of ware-
housemen and factors." The court
expreases their regret at having to
declare the act unconstitutional, as
it provides very great security to
warehousemen and factors for their
advances to planters and farmers,
as well as to others advancing mon-
ey upon other secies of property.
